The official languages of Switzer- 
land are French, Italian and German, 
but Switzerland has no language of 
its own.

speak German, while the others use| 


French and Italian, varying as a rule 
according to the proximity of the 
people to each country whose lan- 
guage they speak. Public documents 
and notices are printed in the French 
and German language. In the Swiss 
national parliament the members 
make their speeches either in French 
or German, the members being as 
familiar with one language as the 
other. Statements from the presi- 
dent of Switzerland -are furnished to 
the newspapers in both languages.

Elevators in Manitoba 


Expected That SyStem Will Handle 
Five Million Bushels of Grain 
This Season, 


One hundred governtnent elevators 
with an average capacity’ of about 
twenty-five thousand bushels each, or 
an aggregate capacity of 2,500,000 
bushels, are taking care of their share 
of this year’s crop in Manitoba. These 
elevators usually fill up about twice 
at least during the season, so that 
they will actually ‘handle approxi- 
mately five million bushels of Mani- 
toba grain this fall, Practically all 
of this will be wheat. ~ 

In all, there are 702 country eleva- 
tors in Manitoba with a total capacity 
of 22,926,000 bushels, besides five 
large interior storage .clevators cap- 
able of holding an additional 2,200,-

World’s Smallest Railway 


Independent Little Line in Highlands 
of Cumberland, 

Canadian visitors to Europe, on 
landing“at Liverpool or Southampton, 
are at once struck by the small size 
of British locomotives as compared 
with the mighty machines in Ameri- 
can railway operation. ‘Their aston- 
ishment, not unmixed with amuse- 
ment, is, however, soon supplemented 
by admiration for the excellent run- 
ning made on the English main lines, 
but if one’s itinerary takes him into the 
lakelands and highlands of Cumber- 
land he will there find an independ- 
ent little line which is said to be “the 
smallest public railway in the world.” 
This line is known as the Eskdale 
Railway, and is seven and one-eighth 
miles in length. The rail guage is one 
of fifteen inches only. It is leased 
to a London company—Narrow 
Gauge Railways, Limited. The pas- 
senger service is\carried on by mid- 
‘get express engines, built to a scale 
of one-quarter the size of ordinary 
British main line locomotives, but in 
other respects exactly the same in 
construction and appearance.

He disengaged her, gently cnough.

“across the line” or to more distant 
districts to begin their fight over 
again. And yet, in some way, Harris 
kept his idealism amid all the adver- 
sity in which the -community ~was 
steeped: reverses could neither crush 
his spirit nor deflect it from its am- 
bitians. 

Then came the swing of*the pen- 
dulum. -No one kffows jusf what 
started it prosperity-wards. Some 
said it was that the farmers, disheart- 
ened with wheat-growing, were app ly- 
ing themsely es to stoeK, te certain it 
is that in “mixed farming” the com- 
munity eventually found its salvation; 
others attributed the change to im- 
proved agricultural implements, to 
improved methods of farming, to 
greater knowledge of prairie condi- 
tions, to reductions in-the cost of 
transportation and enlarged facilities 
for marketing, or to increasing world 
demand and higher world prices for 
the product of the farm. But what- 
ever the causes—and no doubt all of 
the above contributed—the fact gen- 
erally dawned upon the settlers that 
land—their landwas worth money. 

It was the farmers from the United 
States, scouting for cheaper lands 
than were available in their dwn com- 
munities, who first drove the ¢onyie- 
tion home. They came with money 
in their wallets; they were actually 

repared to exchange real money for 
and. Such a thing had never before 
been heard of in Plainville district 
At first the settlers were sceptical. 
Here were two facts almost beyond 
the grasp of their imagination; that 
farmers should buy lanl with money, 
and the farmers should have money 
with which to buy land. True, a few 
of them had already bought railway 
lands at three or four dollars an acre, 
“but they bought on‘long terms, with 
@ trifling investment, and they aimed

to pay for the lands out of the crops 
or not at all. 

But a few transactions took place; 
ands weré sold at five dollars, cight 
dollars an acre. The farmers began 
to realize that land represented wealth 
—that it was an asset, not a liability 
—and there was a rush for the cheap 
railway lands that had so long gone 
a-Weeging. Harris was among the 
first to sense the change in the times, 
and a beautiful section of railway 
land that lay next to his homestead 
he bought at four dollars an acre, 
The first crop more than paid for the 
land, and Harris suddenly found him- 
self ‘oh the w ay to riches.
